One can tak e e ithe r side of the a rgum e nt 
and build a convincing case but the designa­ 
tion of N orm al Blvd. from A to 48th as an 
a rte ria l ra ise s an interesting question. It is 
the sa m e question which w as raised in con­ 
nection w’ith 40th from 
A to S herid an—the 
question of individual rights as opposed to 
the general w elfare of the com m unity. 
W hen a s tre e t is designated as an a r te r ­ 
ial, it ca n be paved w ithout the consent of 
adjoining prope rty ow ners. W ithout such a 
designation, the street cannot be paved 
w ithout approval of a t least 51 per cent of 
the adjoining prope rty ow ners. The a rte ria l 
designation of 40th w as m a d e to facilitate 
paving in the face of m a jority objections 
and the sa m e thing is now being done on 
N orm al. 
T here is no question tha t both of these 
stre e ts need paving. T hey are heavily tr a v­ 
eled and constitute a nuisance and d anger 
for the driving public. Also, som e of the 


adjoining property ow ners w ant them paved 
but not a m ajority of such owners. Thus, 
the need stem s from interest and concern 
in the general area, not along the stree t 
itself. 
But thi.s interest has nothing to do with 
paying the paving bill. T he paving is paid 
for—and it is a costly business which often 
runs in excess of Sl.iKK)—by people who live 
along the street. This m e a ns that the needs 
of one group a re being m et at the expense 
and dissatisfaction of a nothe r group w'hen 
paving is put in under the guise of an a r t e r ­ 
ial designation. 
This m ay be progress but it is progress 
at the expense of freedom . E ven the 51 per 
cent 
re quirem ent often w ork s a distinct 
hard ship on som e people. But there is at 
least a se m b lance of d e m oc ra c y in the m a ­ 
jority rule procedure. If the N orm al deal 
goes through, and it a ppe a rs as though it 
will, then chalk up a nothe r defeat for the 
priva te citizen and his individual rights

They 
provok ed a full scale revolution, then seized 
pow er by a coup d ’etat. A fter that Lenin 
ad d re sse d him self to the political aspects 
of the C om m unist regim e while T rotsk y 
m a rc he d at the head of a rum p a rm v and 
finally liquid ated all effective opposition 
T hus the U.S.S.R. w as born.

P e rha ps T rotsk y would have gone down in 
history as a gre a t Red saint, as did Lenin. 


But he had the m isfortune to outlive Lenin, 
and in the subsequent pow er struggle, Josef 
Stalin b e c am e the successor dictator and 
T ro tsk y’s days were num bered. He ulti­ 
m a te ly fled Russia and w as living gua rd ­ 
edly m M exico when the relentless R ussian 
se c re t police got to him bv way of M er­ 
c ra d e r. The la tte r w as sent* to prison. The 
other day he was released by M exican au- 
thoritics. quick ly left the country and w as 
last he a rd of entering Cuba. 
The future of .M ercrader is of little inter- 
est. He w as sm all fry, assigned to do a 
bloody job and he did it. He did it under 
ord ers Irom the now dead Stalin. The pres- 
cnt Red hie ra rchy owes him nothing.
